Anti-Parkinsonism drugs 
useful herein include amantadine, apomorphinc, bromocriptine, levodopa (particularly a 
lcvodopa/carbidopa combination), pergolide, ropinirolc, selegiline, trihexyphenidyl, trihexyphenidyl 
hydrochloride, and anticholinergic agents. ALS is generally treated with spasmolytic (anti-spastic) agents 
such as baclofen, diazepam, tizanidine, and dantrolene.
